'jpHE Catalogue of Copyright Entries, Part 1, Group 1, containing 
the titles for books proper, is printed weekly with entries 
arranged alphabetically by author, or, if anonymous, by title. This 
group contains mainly the titles of books for which printed catalogue 
cards are issued by the Library of Congress, etc., also including the 
titles of foreign books registered under the act of March 3, 1905, for 
ad interim protection. 

The Catalogue of Copyright Entries, Part 1, Group 2, contains 
mainly the titles of pamphlets, leaflets, and contributions to period-
